On  page  2^7, 
in  the  passenger  list  w@  find  Johan  Henrieh  lhause  and  Anthon 
Fnausi  but  not  together.  (I  wonder  if  the  script  for  the  letter 
j  f  was  net  confused  with  S.)

There  has  been  much  written  about  the  BJAUSS  FAMILY  in 
America.  So©  R ww»  Abraham  Reincke*s  book  about  THE  BRETHREN, 
called  "Register  of  Members  of  the  Moravian  Church"  Rage  109* 
fer  his  account  of  the  REJAUSS  family,  founded  by  two  brothers, 
Sebastian  Henry  Rnauss  and  John  Hsnry  Knauss  who  cane  to 
America  in  1?52  and  lived  in  Lehigh  ffc.,  Pa.  He  says  these 
brothers  had  red  hair,  small  of  statu©,  talkative-  and  good  mat¬ 
ured.  We  believe  this  is  a  distinct  family  from  our  EHOUFPS » 

-  JOHN  E3IDS.  MO  IF  born  I7I3,  to  America  in  17U3,  must  have 
been  the  trttry  CARNUFF  (XKGTJFF)  who  died  in  1777*  Records  of 
the  settlement  of  his  estate  in  the  Orphans  Court  Minutes  of 
Frederick  County,  Maryland,  Liber  •••«  Fol.

Besides  the  Court  Record,  the  German  Reformed  Church  Records 
•f  Frederick,  Maryland  say  that  Henry  Carnuff  (Knouff)  died  in  1777 • 
The  marriage  record  ©f  his  eon  Petsr,  in  1779*  also  names  his  father 
eg  "the  late  Henrieh  Khauf." 

That  his  name  was  originally  JUHT  EEERICE.  KNOUFF,  is  strenghten- 
•4  by  the  fact  that  his  great  grandson  was  named  JOHN  HENRY  but  always 

galled  HENRY. 
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We  do  not  know  when  Henry  Carnuf f (Khouf f )  came  to  Frederick  County, 
Maryland.  Land  records  would  indicate  that  he  bought! and  as  early  as 
1764.  Two  of  his  son®  are  listed  in  the  "Conmittee  of  Observation 
Members",  Frederick  Co.,  Maryland,  1775-1777,  in  MARYLAND  HISTORICAL 
MAGAZINE,  Vol .  11,  page  165.  One  says  Peter  Cnouff,  and  other  Adam 
Carnoff.  ,  . 

Tbe  late  Mrs.  George  Knouf  of  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  widow  of  a  great 
g radii  son  of  Henry  Carnuf f  (Knouff),  said  her  husband* s  generation 
▼as  the  third  born  in  America.  That  would  mean  that  the  children  of 
Henry  Carnuf f  (Knouff)  were  born  in  America. 

The  estate  of  Henry  *  s  widpw,  Margaret  Knouff,  was  being  settled  in 
1870.  In  some  spellings  it  says  Margret  Knouff  which  is  the  DUTCH 
spelling  for  Margaret.  She  must  have  died  soon  after  Henry  did.  Vie 
do  not  know  her  maiden  name.  We  assume  she  married  Henry  after  he 
arrived  in  America  in  1743.

I  would  welcome  letters  from  ny  other  descendants. 

Since  NEFF  family  also  lived  in  Frederick  Co.,  Kd.,  it  has  been  hard 
to  distinguish  some  of  the  records.  Tie  believe  HENRY  KN  AS  FI1,  who  sold 
land  in  1770  and  wife  was  JANE,  was  of  the  NEFF  family,  not  our  Knouff.

The  widow  of  George  Knouf,  of  Cedar  Rapids*  Iowa  told  rae  in 
the  1930  »s  that  the  nane  Knouf  was  always  pronounced  with  the  K, 
as  we  still  do,  and  should  not  be  confused  with  NEFF.  That  would 
account  for  sone  of  the  various  spellings  I  have  found  in  Bedford 
County,  Pennsylvania,  ani  in  Frederick  County,  1'aryland.  In  the 
census  of  1790  our  Peter  Knouf  was  spelled  Peter  Eendof.  In  the 
little  cemetery  where  Peter  Knouf  is  buried  the  name  is  spelled 
Kenuff,  Kenouff,  Knouf f  and  Knouf.  The  tax  list  of  1796  for 
Bedford  County,  Pa.,  the  name  is  spelled  Knuff. 

In  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  the  nane  was  spelled  Carnuff 
when  Henry  Carnuff  died  (1777)  and  Knauff  when  Peter  Knouf f  married 
in  1779.  In  Maryland  Historical  Magazine,  Yol.  11,  page  165, 
is  given  list  of  men  who  served  on  Committee  of  Observation  from 
Frederick  County  (1775-1777)  and  our  Peter  is  given  as  Peter  Cnouff, 
while  next  to  him  is  his  brother  Adam,  spelled  Adam  Carnoff® 

Since  Peter  Knouf  died  in  1833,  our  branch  of  the  family 
has  used  the  spelling  KNOUF,  and  still  pronounce  the  name  as  if 
spelled  GANUFF.  However,  the  descendants  of  peter »s  son  Richard, 
spell  their  nane  KNOUFF.

Then  the  writing  was 
erased  and  photostated  as  it  should  appear.  7;hen  you  obtain  a 
copy  of  this  page,  as  I  suppose  you  nay  want  to  do,  you  will  re¬ 
ceive  the  correct  copy.  The  erasure  cannot  be  seen  non'. "

I  believe  this  establishes  PETER  CARNUFF  as  second  son  of 
Henry  Carnuff.  This  is  verified  by  the  marriage  record  of  peter 
Knauff  wich  says  he  was  son  cf  the  "L&te  Kenrich  Knauff"  in  the 
records  of  the  FIRST  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH  of  Frederick, 
Maryland.  Also  their  records  show  that  Henri ch  (Knauff)  Carnuff 
died  in  1777,  which  would  correspond  to  estate  record  cf  the 
Henry  Carnuff,  with  the  ten  children.

©f  Richard  Knouff  thru  the  Riffle's.  Miss  Anna  Hogan  of  New  Baltimore 
was  another  cousin  of  these  Knouff  children  and  it  was  she  who  told 

Mr.  Cessna  that  Sarah  was  buried  by  her  husband  Richard  Knouff  but 
there  was  no  marker.

"As  requested  in  your  letter,  I  have  cheeked  the  deed  records  and  find 
that  Moses  Moore,  Sr.  conveyed  124  acres  ©f  land  to  Moseg  Moore,  Jr.  by 
deed  bearing  date  ©f  June  14,  1791,  which  was  looated  on  Greenbrier 
Elver.  This  was  the  year  that  Bath  County  was  formed. 

In  December  1801,  he  conveyed  160  aores  to  John  Moore  and  Isaac  Moore  and 
none  of  the  deeds  list  his  wife,  with  the  exception  of  fraa  Moses  Moore, 
Sen.  and  wife,  but  no  name  given#  However,  by  deed  dated  July  10,  1792, 
Moses  Moore  conveyed  218  acres  to  Arom  Moor©  which  was  granted  to  Moses 
Moore  by  patent  dated  April  8#  1752,  I  do  not  find  any’ Elliott  records. 

Beginning  in  1805  there  are  several  out  conveyances  from  Moses,  Jr#  none

MOSES  MOORE 

"^teong  our  worth  pioneers,  no  other  had  such  an  adventurous  life 
as  did  Moses  Moo re.  He  was  born  and  reared  in  Rockbridge,  but  the  exaot 
date  of  birth  is  not  known,  though  It  must  have  been  in  the  1730's* 

When  quite  young,  he  crossed  the  Alleghenies  and  did  trapping  about 
Cass  and  Back  Allegheny  country#  Mosey  Spring  Run  which  empties  into 
Greenbrier  a  mile  below  Cass  w&®  named  for  him,  as  was  Mosey  Spring  a 
mil©  south  of  Cass,  and  west  of  the  Back  Allegheny  road#  This  spring, 

©n  land  owned  now  by  Mrs.  Adams,  is  peculiar  In  that  it  is  formed  by  two 
gushers  from  the  rocks,  one  being  limestone,  the  other  firestone*  Moore 
must  have  been  trapping  her©  as  early  as  1765,  this  before  any  permanent 
settlement  in  Pocahontas# 

It  was  his  rule  to  return  east  of  mountain  when  winter  broke  and 
warm  weather  would  bring  Indian  hunting  parties#  Oaee,  he  overstayed 
and  was  captured  ©n  Greenbrier  near  the  mouth  ©f  the  run#  His  captors 
took  him  up  the  run  t©  the  spring,  where  they  left  him  bound  and  guarded, 
while  two  Indians  went  away#  After  these  Indians  were  gone  long  enough 
to  walk  two  miles  and  back,  they  returned,  bearing  dripping  chunks  of 
lead#  Of  the  many  hidden  lead-mine  stories  so  common  in  our  mountains, 
this  is  the  most  plausible# 

At  the  Indian  village  in  Ohio,  Moses  was  required  to  run,  the  gaunt¬ 
let  between  two  lines  of  squaws,  who  inflicted  dire  punishment  upon  the 
victim.  Moses  ran  through,  knocking  the  squaw®  right  and  left,  so  es¬ 
caping  without  a  scratch.  This  exhibition  pleased  the  braves,  who  pro¬ 
nounced  him  a  great  warrior  and  made  him  to  share  a  wigwam  with  a  chief# 

Moore*®  marksmanship  mad©  him  valuable  to  his  captors  as  a  hunter* 
For  sometime,  Indians  went  with  him,  but  later  they  permitted  him  to  go 
alone#  T.hen  he  remained  away  overnight,  he  explained  that  he  had  become 
bewildered#  Finally  he  remained  away  two  nights  without  arousing  suspi¬ 
cion.  His  ammunition  was  rationed,  but  when  he  hid  a  bullet  and  load 
of  powder,  he  claimed  to  have  missed  a  running  deer.  When  time  was  ripe, 
he  collected  his  ammunition,  cam©  to  Ohio,  probably  at  Pt.  Pleasant, 
hence  over  the  trail  to  Lewiiburg  and  home  to  Rockbridge# 

In  the  early  1760's,  Moses  married  a  Miss  Elliott,  of  Rockbridge. 
The  pair  must  have  had  an  urge  to  bee<m©  big  landholders  west  of  the 
mountain,  for  about  1770,  Moore  bought  an  immense  tract  from  a  Ewing 
on  Enapps  Creek#  This  land  upon  which  h©  established  home  for  a  time, 

1®  now  divided  into  a  mmbsr  of  what  w©  ©all  "big  farms”#  Among  other 
tracts  acquired  was  one  east  of  Edray  about  Fairview  and  Harter*  Another 
tract  included  lands  on  Buck's  Run,  Bridger  Mountain,  Dry  Creek  and 
iwago*  This  included  what  was  originally  the  Bridger  survey*  Just  how 
Moore  got  It  is  not  kaown*  Evidence  is  that  he  came  from  Knapp's  Creek 
to  live  for  a  time  on  Swag a  at  McClintio'e  Mill#  Certain  it  is  that 
Ms  daughter,  Phoebe,  aged  twelve  was  with  the  refugees  who  fled  to 
Mill  Point  at  the  time  of  the  Brinner  Raid# 

Moses  Moore  was  probably  buried  on  Knapp's  Creek,  but  Ms  grave 
is  umaarked#*

THE  HISTORY  OF  POCAHONTAS  COUNTY,  WEST  VIRGINIA  by  YJilliam  T. 

Price. gives  a  great  deal  about  the  descendants  of  MOSES  MOORE. 

Miss  Genevieve  Moore,  of  Huntersville,  West  Virginia,  wrote  me  in 
1958  giving  some  of  the  descendants  still  in  that  section  of  Y.'est  Virginia, 
and  said,  "I  remember  my  mother  said  that  Uh©l©  Billie  Price,  as  we  always 
called  him,  stayed  here  and  got  a  lot  of  the  information  for  this  book 
from  my  grandfather,  Andrew  Washington  Moore.  Mother  told  me  that  Grand¬ 
father  said  that  he  wanted  to  live  long  enough  to  rock  me  in  the  cradle 
which  he  did  and  we  still  have  the  cradle.  1  wonder  how  many  Moores 
it  rocked.  *' 

It  would  appear  then  that  this  History  was  written  from  family 
data  and  not  much  thought  given  to  Court  records®  If  there  were  inac¬ 
curacies,  they  were  likely  due  to  faulty  memories* 

On  page  108  of  the  above  History,  it  seys,  "Moses  Moore,  the  pro¬ 
genitor  of  the  largest  relationship  ©f  the  name  in  the  County,  came  from 
what  is  now  limber  Ridge,  Rockbridge  County,  Virginia  about  1760.  He 
married  a  Miss  Elliott,  a  member  of  another  Timber  Ridge  family  . 

•  ••••  Children*  John,  James,  Margaret,  Moses,  Hannah,  Robert,  Phebe,  and 
'William  #.*...*•«.*  Then  on  page  278,  it  says  "Aaron  Moore  one  of  the 

older  sons  of  Moses  Moore,  the  pioneer,  hunter,  scout . "  On  page  114  , 

it  says,  "Rebecca  Moore  married  a  Mr.  Cole  and  lived  in  Rockbridge  Go a 
On  page  it  says,  "Isaac  Moore,  son  of  old  Moses,  married  an  Augusta 

County  girl,  Margaret  Wilson". 

The  above  list  would  then  compare  very  nearly  with  the  WILL  of 
Moses  Moore,  which  lists*  John,  Isaac,  Margaret,  Moses,  Hannah  Duffel 1, 
Robert,  Phebe  McNeil,  David  Kaylas  (should  be  David  Cel®,  husband  of 
Rebecca  Moore),  William,  Aaron,  Jean  McNeil  and  granddaughters  Hannah 

Dill  ey  and  Jean  Moore. 

I  cannot  find  any  other  reference  that  verifies  the  marriage  of 
MOSES  MOORE  to  a  Miss  Elliott.  But  the  fact  that  so  many  of  his  grand¬ 
children  were  still  living  when.  Price  wrote  his  History  of  Pocahontas 
County,  gives  some  credence  to  the  story.  ROCKBRIDGE  COUNTY,  VIRGINIA.
